The New Code of House 
Rules Reviewed. 


ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST. 


The Majority’s Lame Excuse for 
Stealing Power—The Minority’s 
Vigorous Protest.

W a s h in g t o n , February 8.—Though 
not formally presented in the House, 
majority and minorily reports upon the 
new code of rules have been filed with 
tin journal clerk and ordered printed 
In regard to the rule authorizing the 
Speaker to count a quorum, the majority 
report says: “ The process of ascertain 
ing the presence of a quorum to do busi­ 
ness under the Constitution would ordi­ 
narily be under the control of the 
Speaker, who would derive his informa­ 
tion from his own senses or by the aid of 
the clerk, or in any way which would 
satisfy his mind as to the accuracy of 
the count. Under our system of roll- 
calls, it has been deemed more con­ 
venient to ascertain and announce the 
votes of members and the presence of 
those who refuse to vote at the earne 
time and by the same means.” 
Discussing the new clause to Rule 2G, 
that no dilatory motion shall be enter­ 
tained by the Speaker, the report says: 
“Ihis clause is merel y declaratory of par­ 
liamentary law. There are no words which 
can be framed which will limit mem­ 
bers to the proper use of proper motions. 
In the early days such prostitution of 
legitimate motions, caused by anger, 
wilfullness and party zeal, was not so 
much as named among legislators; today 
the abuse has grown to such a proportion 
that the parliamentary law which gov­ 
erns American assembles has found it 
necessary to keep pace with the evil and 
enable the majority, by the intervention 
of the presiding officer, to meet by ex­ 
traordinary means the extraordinary 
abuse of power on the part, sometimes, 
of a very few members.” 
It is argusd that this does not confer a 
dangerous power on the Speaker, as he 
will not dare to act in the face of the ma­ 
jority against him. 
Considering the question of providing 
that one hundred members shall consti­ 
tute a quorum in committee of the 
whole, the report states that this change 
is made necessary by memhers refusing 
to vote when the roll is called, and points 
out the fact that everything done in the 
committee has to be reported, to the 
House, and that nothing done by the 
committee is in any way final. 
THE MINORITY REPORT. 
The minority report, signed by Carlisle 
and Randall, reviews the proposed code 
and criticises many of its features. The 
minority says under Clause 4 of Rule 24, 
no bill on the House calendar can be 
reached for consideration unless called 
up by the committee that reported it, 
and under Clause 5 of the same rule, no 
individual mombor can make an original 
motion for the purpose of considering 
any particular bill in committee of the 
whole. When, however, a motion has 
been made by direction of the commit­ 
tee to go into committee of the whole to 
consider a particular bill, an individual 
membar may move to amend it by desig­ 
nating auother bill. This is the extent 
of his right under the proposed rule, and 
it is evident that he will be placed at 
great disadvantage. The only reasonable 
explanation for this discrimination is 
the policy under the proposed rules, to 
suppress individual members of the 
House as far as possible, and increase 
the powers of committees. In fact, un­ 
der the proposed rules an individual 
member will scarcely have the power to 
make a motion of any kind, except when 
h6 acts as the representative of a com- 
mittqe aud by its direction. 
AN UNWISE INNOVATION. 
Relative to the change in rules govern­ 
ing the committee of the whole, the 
minority says: “It always has been so 
universally conceded that the committee 
of the whole is simply the House itself 
that it never has been considered neces­ 
sary to prescribe in the rules ^what num­ 
ber of members is necessary to con­ 
stitute a quorum. The Constitution re­ 
quires a majority of all the members 
elect to constitute a quorum to do busi 
ness in the House, and without any rule 
on the subject the same number haB al­ 
ways been recognized necessary in com 
mittee of 
the 
whole. 
in 
ad 
dition to this proposition to re 
duce 
the number 
necessary 
to 
constitute a quorum, it is also proposed, 
by the modification of old Rule 23, to con­ 
fer upon the committee of the whole the 
power to close all debate on any section 
or paragraph of a bill under considera­ 
tion. Such power has never been here 
tofore given to committees, but has al 
ways been exorcised by the House, ami 
in our opinion it will be unwise to make 
a change in this respect, especially if one 
hundred members are to constitute a 
quorum in the committee.” 
THE MOST DANGEROUS CHANGE OF ALL. 
On the subject of permitting the 
Speaker to count a quotum, the minor­ 
ity says: “This most radical, and in our 
opinion the moat dangerous innovation 
proposed by the majority, if agreed to, 
will now only overthrow the construction 
uniformly given the Constitution for 
more than a century, but will enable less 
than a majority of the representatives of 
the people to pass moit important laws 
affecting the interests of the whole coun­ 
try. Personal and property rights of cit­ 
izens protected heretofore by laws en­ 
acted by the votes of the ma­ 
jority may be impaired or destroyed by 
the votes of a mere fraction of the mem­ 
bers of Congress; for if less than a ma­ 
jority may constitutionally pass meas­ 
ures iu the House, of course the 
same 
thing 
may 
be done 
in 
the Senate; 
in 
the same 
way 
enormous sums of money may be ap­ 
propriated from the public treasury for 
the most unconstitutional purposes, and 
the interests of the tax-pavers will be 
completely subordinated to the selfish 
demands of private individuals and cor­ 
porations. Without entering here iuto 
a discussion of the constitutional ques­ 
tion involved in this proposition, we 
earnestly protest against it as a measure 
of the most dangerous and revolutionary 
character.

“The proposed clause allowing the 
Speaker to ignore any motion which he 


may consider dilatory, is absolutely in 
consistent with the other provisions of 
the rule. To provide that members shall 
have the right to make certain motions, 
and at the same time provide that the 
Speaker may refuse to entertain them, 
and may also refuse to entertain an ap­ 
peal from his decision is simply to place 
the whole law of the House, so far as 
parliamentary action is concerned, in 
the hands of the presiding officer.”

W a sh in g t o n, February 8 .— E. L. 
Duckworth, recently appointed post­ 
master at Sharon, Taliaferro county, 
Georgia, has represented to the Post­ 
office Department that he is prevented 
by threats of personal violence and hos­ 
tile demonstrations from taking posses­ 
sion of his office. It appears that Duck­ 
worth. who is understood he an indepan­ 
dent Republican, was some time ago ap­ 
pointed postmaster to succeed a Damo- 
crat, who, with his friends, it is repre­ 
sented, have since U3ed every means to 
prevent hie successor from taking charge 
of the office. Threats of personal vio­ 
lence, and even death, it is stated, were 
publicly made and heaped upon him. 
On the 5th of the present month Duck­ 
worth wrote the Postmaster General 
that be could hold out no longer, fearing 
he would be killed, and asked that his 
reeignation be accepted. 
After consultation with the President 
and First Assistant Postmaster General 
Clarkson, Mr. Wanamaker last night 
telegraphed Duckworth as follows: 
“Whatever power this department has 
will be used to protect you and put you 
in possession of the office to which you 
h ave been appointed. Com municate freely 
by lelegraph the full facts if interfered 
with further, and immediate action will 
be taken.” 
He also ordered two postofiice inspec­ 
tors to proceed immediately to Sharon 
and investigate the whole matter. At­ 
torney General Miller ordered a United 
States Marshal to the scene of the 
trouble. Duckworth was recommended 
for the office by a large number of reput­ 
able citizens. 
A HIPARIAN DISPUTE. 
Secretary Procter T rying to Decide 
a Itto lirande Ditch m atter. 
W a sh in g t o n , February 8.—Secretary 
Proctor today gave a hearing to the dis­ 
putations in reBpect to the claim of cer­ 
tain parties to the rights to open a new 
irrigating ditch from the Rio Grande 
river through Fort Selden reservation, 
New Mexico. Arguments were made by 
Senator Reagan, Delegate Joseph and 
W H.Llewellyn representing the opposing 
interests. The question involves differ­ 
ent interstate and international problems, 
since both Texas and México are inter­ 
ested. The opposition to the new ditch 
comes from the owners of a Dumber of 
old Mexican ditches. These people claim 
that there is not enough water for 
the new ditcb, which is to be opened 
pome distance above them all. Major 
Anson Mills, of the Tenth Cavalry, made 
a report to the Secretary on conflicting 
rights. He said: "Now with reference 
to the construction of this new ditch I 
am of the opinion that if there should

Fitzgerald, of the Irish National League, 
today issued the following address to 
that organization: 
To the officer8 and members of the Irish 
National League of America : 
Since the inception of the present Irish 
movement, now nearing its hour of 
triumph or Bore defeat, Irish exiles or 
their children in America have been the 
chief support and mainstay of the na­ 
tional struggle. Continuous financial as 
sistance rendered from the Uaited States 
and Canada to the people and leaders of 
Ireland has been the result of organiza­ 
tion. The muuificdnt aggregate created 
by the many contributary streams of 
Irish-American generosity, could never 
have been attained had the movement 
depended on the uncertainty of spas­ 
modic local action. Our enemies have 
recognizsd the tremendous force of 
organized effort as a most potent aid to 
the Irish cause, and they are now exer­ 
cising all their ingenuity and utilizing 
their immense resources to destroy and 
uullify its influence by trying to create 
disorganization and distrust among the 
friends of Ireland. Secret service money 
is being expanded and subsidized agents 
are employed to scatter inuendoes, to 
make fa.se allegations, and by every 
artifice to disseminate slanders in order 
to disrupt the Irish national organization 
in America. “ 
Be the impelling motive what it may, 
a hostile press is being utilized in this 
country to supDlement the unscrupulous 
but defeated efforts of the London Times; 
to discredit not only the national officers 
of the American League, but the trusted 
and able leaders of the movement in Ire 
land, whom till now you have so loyally 
obeyed and so generously supported. 
The Times of the 2d instant sayb edi­ 
torially : “ Hold no convention** is the 
advice to the executive of the National 
League in America from the goutlemen 
over the sea,“but send no more money.”

B e r l in , February 8.—Opinion inclines 
to the view that the Emperor’s Socialistic 
propositions will never leAd to any prac­ 
tical result. It is already recognized aB 
beiDg altogether improbable that the 
European powers will assent to take part 
in the international conference proposed. 
The obvious futility of the general prop­ 
ositions touched in the rescripts has led 
to the report that the conference will ig­ 
nore the subject of minimum wages and 
limit itself to tbe consideration of tbe in­ 
dustrial employment of women and 
children, the economic and other aspects 
of the Sunday labor and eight-hour move­ 
ments ; but if the scheme should get this 
far and be restricted, as thus suggested, 
it is considered that no practical end 
could be reached. If any important fact 
is to flow from these decrees it will be 
that part of them which proposes internal 
changes, new labor legislation and the 
reform of the relations existing between 
employers and workers. 
The Council of State is not a body that 
possesses in any great degree the confi­ 
dence and good will of the populace, and 
the workingmen murmur at the notion 
that it is first to sit in judgment upon 
laws that are to initiate a new Utopia. 
It is said, therefore, the Emperor will re­ 
organize the body, which íb composed of 
eighty members. He proposes to ap­ 
point a certain number of workingmen 
to assist in the deliberations.

The Corner-Stone to Be Laid 
Today. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 


T he Order of Exercises and the 
Procession te the Grounds 
This Afternoon. 


The corner-stone of the Los Angeles 
Orphan Asylum, which is to be con­ 
ducted by the Sisters of Charity, will be 
laid this afternoon at 2 o’clock at Boyle 
Heights, and it is expected that on this 
occasion there will be an immense gath­ 
ering at that place of the people of Los 
Angeles. The procession, which will in­ 
clude a num ber cf the societies, will 
leave the corner of Main and Second 
streets at 1 o’clock and will march to the 
grounds on the corner of Seventh street 
and Boyle avenue. D. F. Donegan will 
b e the marshal, and his aids will be the 
following: A.

Crowley, W. Sabichi, D. A. Moriarity, 
E. Tynan, John Moriarity, W. F. Nord- 
holt, J. L. Mansfield and I. F. Joyce 
all of whom are requested to be at the 
point named at 12:30 o’clock. 
The order of the exercises at the build­ 
ing will be as follows:

The asylum now in course of construc­ 
tion will be when finished one of the 
most prominent buildings in the city. 
The site selected is beyond a doubt one 
of thp best the city affords, for it com ­ 
mands a view of Wilmington harbor and 
of the entire city, except that portion 
west 
of 
the 
hills. 
On 
the 
im­ 
mediate 
west a hundred and 
fifty 
feet below is the riverbed, and when 
the four stories have been completed the 
building will present the appearance of 
a castle from the city proper. 
The little 
folks will occupy rooms that would be 
fitting for the wealthiest travelers, so far 
as view is concerned. 
The building will have a fronton Boyle 
avenue of 245 feet and in the center of 
this frontage will rise to a height of 152 
feet in the tower,the outsnte measurement 
of which will be 26 feet square. 
The 
main entrance to the building will be 
through a handsome gothic arch under 
this tower. 
Some of the carved capitals 
were on the ground when the building 
w is visited by a H e r a l d reporter during 
the week, and the carving is as hand­ 
some as ever seen in this part of the 
State. 
It is in decorative style, the de­ 
sign for one capital being grape leaves, 
a id fjr the other maple leaves. 
The 
arch will rest on green stone columns, 
and all the stone is from the Sespe quar­ 
ries. 
The bases on which each of these 
columns rest are nine feet square, and 
the main wall behind is five feet thick. 
Handsom e granite steps will lead to a 
landing of m arble tile, and in the vesti­ 
bule above tiling will also be used. The 
budding will be in the shape of a huge 
letter “ L,” with the lower part of the 
letter turned to the west and called the 
south wing. 
W here this joins the main 
building there will be the Seventh-street 
enhance, with two flights of granite 
steps and a landing. At each corner of 
the 
river 
front 
of 
the 
south 
wing 
there 
will 
be 
an octagonal 
tower, and between these a covered 
ba cony will be placed for the use of the 
occupiuts of the building. This balcony 
will also be continued all along the west 
side of the building. 
From the front to 
the back lines the distance is 195 feet. 
T he corner-stone w ill be laid today at 
th* n o rfh east corner of th e building and 
the inscription in carved gilt letters will 
be “ Los A ngeles O rphan Asylum and 
School, F ebruary 9, 1890.” 
A. McNally 
w ho baa th e contract for the brick, iron 
an d stone work, states th a t all th e foun­ 
dations are of concrete, three feet deep 
an d five feet wide. 
In th e basem ent the 
floors will be all of concrete and here 
will be situated th e kitchen, store n o m a , 
refectory, p an try , dining room and the 
play 
room s. 
The latter 
w ill 
have 
fourteen 
feet ceilings and 
th e 
rest 
of th e basem ent will be eleven feet in 
the clear. On th e first floor th e west wing 
w ill contain th e study b a ll; th e south 
w ing will be occupied by th e recitation 
room s, class room s and reception room9, 
an d th e n o rth w ing‘w ill contain th e par­ 
lo rs, class room s and the m usic room. 
T h e re will be five m ain staircases lead­ 
ing from th is floor to tn e top floor, be 
sides staircases in th e tow ers and an 
elevator in th e center of th e m ain cor­ 
ridor, w hich extends th e w hole length 
of the building. 
_ The second story will contain the sew 
ing room, class rooms and a chapel 
136x112, 
besides 
numerous 
smaller 
rooms for various purposes. 
In the third story there will be the 
children’s infirmary, the dormitories and 
other rooms. 
The fourth floor will be given up to 
dormitories, class and 
school rooms. 
Throughout the whole building the work 
and material is to be of the very best. 
The arches will be of pressed brick and 
the girders and truss work will be con 
strnoted in the most approved fashion. 
The roof will present quite a broken ap­ 
pearance, there being five towers and 
twelve big dormer windows. 
The gird­ 
ers will be 3x16 inches, the circulars in 
the arches 8x10 inches, and all the joists 
will be 3x14 inches. 
The floors will be 
double and deadened. 
The building will 
be heated by steam and tiiere are a num ­ 
ber of foul air dues arranged so a i to ven­ 
tilate the various rooms perfectly. 
Al­ 
together the building will be one of the 
best for the purpose in the United States 
The contract for the carpenter work 
hss been secured by Mr. S, Grant. 
Mr. 
Grant has done a great deal of the best 
work in Loa A n g eles since boom da} b 
began. 
His last big job was the Sisters’ 
school on Pico Heights, which has just 
been finished. It is model work in all 
respects, as anyone may see who pays a 
visit to that institution. 
The wood work 
in the school on Boyle Heights, whose 
corner-stone is to be laid today, is very 
elaborate. It could not ba in better 
hands than Mr. G rant’s. 
He takes a

of the most experienced m en in the 
State, having built m any of the best 
blocks in San Francisco as well as those 
in Los Angeles. The wood work of the 
Sisters’ school on Boyle Heights will es­ 
tablish his reputation in this respect.

San Ir a n c lic o U P erio d ical M urder 
Fpldem lc 
Three 
notable murders have been 
committed in San Francisco within a few 
days. Neither the Blayera nor the slain 
belong to the class that usually figure 
there in homicides. 
They are all men 
of standing. 
The newspapers of that 
city are therefore wrought up to a high 
pitch of moral fervor, and insist that San 
Francisco will stand permanently dis­ 
graced before the country unless each 
case is probed to the core and justice 
m eted out to the guilty. 
One of these 
fits of morality comes over the Bay City 
periodically. 
As a general thing there 
is one m urder or more committed in 
th a t city every Saturday night, and from 
two to three during the week. 
The 
County 
Jail 
is packed from year’s 
end to year’s end w ith wretches under 
indictm ent for m anslaughter, and yet it 
is only when the “ respectable” element 
of Bociety go into the business of shoot­ 
ing and stabbing th at public indignation 
is aroused, and a spasmodic effort is 
m ade to repress m urder by an energetic 
effort to punish those who perpetrate it. 
But neither the newspapers, the indig­ 
nant citizens nor the energized courts 
accomplish anything. 
The heat cools 
off, the culprits train time, their trials 
are delayed until the event has become 
ancient history, and the inevitable die 
agreeing jury finally turns the accused 
loose. I t is very easy to worry out a com­ 
munity by the law’s delays, and as long as 
this can be done under our system of 
laws and jurisprudence, there will be 
neither terror nor preventive in the ad 
m inistration of justice. If trials could 
not be put off to the “ crack of doom,” 
and punishm ent for m urder were certain, 
we would soon hear less about men 
avenging their real or imaginary wronge 
at the crack of the pistol or the slash of 
the knife. We are not going to brag 
about the adm inistration of justice in 
Los Angeles by denouncing its laxity 
in San Francisco. 
B at the latter city 
has got a most unsavory reputation 
for the facility with which the worst 
criminals can elip through her courts. 
We have seen that jury-bribing had the 
standiog cf a profession there a short 
time ago, and no m an ranking above the 
depraved and low crim inal class ever 
yet legally suffered the extrem e penalty 
in that city for the crime of m urder. 
And yet all the m urders there have not 
been the work of the low criminal ele­ 
m ent. 
Until justice is firmly adm inis­ 
tered, the crop of m urders will continue 
to be appallingly large in San Francisco. 


T he fttverklde Fair. 
On Monday next the first annual fair 
of the Twenty-eighth Agricultural Dis­ 
trict will open at Riverside and will con­ 
tinue throughout the week. The pre­ 
mium list is a very liberal one and will 
call out one of the beat exhibitions of 
prodactio&B ever made in San Bernar­ 
dino county. 
W hile the fair is intended 
to be agricultural in a full sense, the pre­ 
m iums are very large in the citrus ex­ 
hibits, and practically the fair will be a 
citrus fair. Already the greater portion 
of the exhibition building has been taken 
by orange and lemon growers, and the 
coming exhibit will be one of the grand­ 
est ever made in Southern California. The 
exhibit of lemons will be complete, and 
the showing of this branch of the citrus 
family will, it is expected, add a new im­ 
petus to the caltnre of the lemon. The 
management of the fair, w ith Mr. L. M. 
H oi', of the Times-Index, as president, 
have added a novel feature to the pre­ 
mium list. A prem ium of $25 is given 
to any newspaper in the county that pub­ 
lishes an article of 2,000 words giviog in 
detail the resources of the county. The 
larger dailies are given $50 for a like 
article. This will furnish literature upon 
the productions of the county worth read­ 
ing. The people of San Bernardino county 
are very enthusiastic over the inangural 
exhibit of their productions and every 
section of the county will be fully repre­ 
sented. 
The railroads will furnish ex­ 
cursion tickets from Los Angeles and 
other points, and the hotels of Riverside 
have m ade ample arrangements to ac­ 
commodate visitors. The Editorial As­ 
sociation, which meets at S in Bernar­ 
dino on Tuesday, the 11th instant, will 
take in the fair on W ednesday. The 
H k r a i.d will have a special correspondent 
at the fair, and his reports will be com­ 
plete and reliable.

Even blank verse when well 
executed is hard for ordinary readers to 
follow in its inversions; but when it car­ 
ries people flying through the air and 
stepping from the earth to the other 
planets in a jiffy, it would require the 
genius of a Shakspeare to make the pic­ 
ture interesting, much less realistic. JuBt 
think of two friends meeting in New 
York, and one telling the other it was so 
hot in the city th at he was compelled to 
take breakfast at the North Polo bo as to 
escape the sultriness of the metropolis. 
The idea runs through the sketch that 
all social problems have been solved; 
th at 
there 
is 
equality 
and 
hap­ 
piness in all society; that poverty is ban 
ished, and the jarrings of self interest 
are unknown; that every family lives in 
a mansion and every mansion is in the 
center of a garden; that electricity has 
been made so subservient to the power 
of mail that it has become his willing 
slave in catering to his esthetic desires 
in traversing the earth, in navigating the 
sea, in exploring the secrets ot 
the 
planets. Now, all this is very fine, but 
eui bonol Bellamy was supposed 
to 
make a daring flight into the future, but 
he waB modeat to this blank-verse fellow 
who has the audacity (im pudence is the 
best word) to pretend to say w hat the 
conditions shall be here ten thousand 
years hence. If these men would leave 
remote posterity alone, and try to do 
something for the benefit of their con­ 
temporaries, they might stum ble upon a 
valuable hint now and again th at would 
be worthy of thanks.

the farmer bears tfie severe winters and 
broiling summers of that hyperborean 
State. 
If he has 1G0 acres of this land 
he reaps a profit of less than $1,000 for it 
all. 
A five-acre patch of 
oranges, 
lemons, walnuts or figs in Los Angeles 
will yield all the way from that m uch to 
twice that much revenue. 
H is Min­ 
nesota land is worth, with moderate im­ 
provements, $20 to $30 an acre, or from 
$3,000 to $5,000 for the farm of 160 acres 
As an investm ent, then, the Los Angeles 
orange grove of five acres is worth from 
$3,000, at the least, to $10,000 if it is in 
excellent condition. This gives us $600 
to $2,000 au acre as the intrinsic value of 
a bearing orange grove as compared 
with the Minnesota grain farm, and wo 
have the climate still to account for in its 
relations to the health and comfort of 
him who lives here.

Debt* 
Coroner Meredith held an inquest on 
Friday eveping at Lancaster, upon the 
body of E Willard, a young doctor who 
committed suicide at that place by shoot­ 
ing himself on Friday morning. 
From 
the testimony taken by that official it 
was learned that Willard, who was 27 
years of age, met 8. A. Drummond the 
editor of the Antelope Valley Times, in 
Los Angeles on the 17ih of January last, 
Rnd informed his new acquaintance of 
his intention to open a drug store at Lan­ 
caster. 
Drummond naturally extended 
the courtesies of an old resident of that 
place, and promised to do all he could to 
h e l p the young man to make his new 
venture a success. 
As they rode np to 
Lancaster on the train Willard showed 
Drummond a draft for $500, and informed 
hia new friend that he was temporarily 
etnbaraseed, but expected to get some 
money 
at 
an 
early 
date 
upon 
the draft. On their arrival at Lan­ 
caster, Drummond introduced Willard 
to Mr. Constable, the proprietor of the 
hotel at that place, and made arrange­ 
ments for the young doctor’s board at 
his expense. 
He also lent him some 
money subsequently with which to pur­ 
chase a stock of goods in Los Angeles, 
but on hia return Willard stated that he 
had been unable to make any satie- 
factoiy arrangements. 
{Shortly after­ 
wards the young man received some 
money and settled up Lis accounts with 
Druunmond, with the exception of a 
balance of $17 60, which, it was naturally 
agreed, should be paid at the doctor’s 
convenience. 
A few days ago Willard 
announced his iutentiou of leaving Lan­ 
caster, and Drummond requested him to 
ieave his case of dental tools as security 
for 
the 
$17.50 
he 
owed. 
He 
refused 
to 
do 
so, 
however, 
aud 
nothing more was said about the matter 
until Friday morning, wheu W illard met 
Drummond on the street and stopping 
him, expressed a desire to talk to him 
for a few minutes. 
Putting his baud 
back to his hip-pocket iu a threatening 
manner, Willard said that he thought 
his friend had treated him shamefully in 
asking him to leavo his case of dental 
tools as security, after he had settled his 
debts like a gentleman. Drummond said 
ho could prove that Willard owed him 
$17 50, if he would walk to tha Justice's 
room, and turning on his heel walked off 
followed by tbe young dentist.On arrival at 
Constable 
Joe 
Johnson’s blacksmith 
shop, next door to tho Justice’s room, 
Willard again stated that tie did not owe 
Drummond anything, and when the lat­ 
ter endeavored to prove it the young 
man called hitn a liar and threatened to 
thrash him. 
He placed hia hand hack 
and drew a revolver from his hip pocket, 
whereupon 
Drummond 
picked 
up a 
sledge-hammer and raised it over his 
head in an attitude of defense. At this 
moment Johnson, noticing their actions, 
placed both men under arrest and told 
them to etop their foolishness. 
Willard 
replaced the pistcl in his pocket and 
paced nervously up and down the black­ 
sm ith shop for a few minutes, Drum­ 
mond retiring 
to the other end of 
the 
shed. 
Suddenly 
Willard turned 
towards the door of the shop, and 
when about three 
paces outside he 
drew his 
pistol and 
placing 
it 
to 
his breast, pulled the trigger. 
The 
hammer fell, but the cartridge failed to 
explode, whereupon be cocked it again 
and tired, shooting himself in the left 
breast. 
On hearing the shot, Johnson 
and his assistant, Silas Dutcher, rushed 
forward, and the latter seeing the pistol 
in W illard’s hand, grabbed hia arm as 
he was about to fire again, and as he 
wrenched the weapon away it waa dis­ 
charged, and the bullet pierced the roof 
of the shop. 
A t this juncture Willard fell to the 
ground, but was picked up by a farmer 
named John Stewart, and Dutcher, who 
carried him into the Justice’s room, 
where he died shortly afierwardp. 
The 
ju ry ,on hearing the facts above recorded 
returned a verdict to the effect that the 
deceased came to his ‘‘death from a gun­ 
shot wound in the left breast inflicted by 
a revolver in his own hands, with intent 
to commit suicide.”

E d i to r s H e r a l d —In your report of 
the ruling of Judge Shaw.in the history 
of tho ease of Pico vs. Cohn in today’s 
issue of your paper, mistakes 
occur 
which I take tho liberty to correct. 
The deed referred to in the suit was 
made on the 17th day of April, 1883. 
It 
is not altogether true that the grantees 
entered into possession of the property. 
Pico continued to reside at the ranch- 
house, occupying about forty or fifty 
acres in the vicinity of the hoaee; the rest 
was taken possession of by the defend - 
auts. 
The suit was brought by Pico within 
two m onths afier the date of the deed, 
and on the day after Cohn first set up 
that the deed was an absolute convey­ 
ance. Accordipg to the agreement, as 
claimed by Pico, he was to have to the 
let day of July to redeem. 
He tendered 
the money on the 31st day of May. 
The case was trie.l by the late Judge 
Howard, who found the facts claimed by 
Pico to be true, and gave judgment in 
hia favor, th at tbe property should be re­ 
conveyed on payment of $103.000 by 
Pico. 
Afterwards, on motion for a new 
trial, he made au order that uuless the 
plaintiff, Pico, would consent to the pay­ 
m ent of $138,000, instead of the sum of 
$103,000, u new trial would be granted; 
bat that if the •plaintiff would agree to 
the increase of the amount to be paid by 
him , that a new trial should be denied. 
Pico declined to assent to the increase of 
the Bum, aud the new trial was accord­ 
ingly granted, the result of which was 
th at a judgm ent for defendants was for 
the tirar, time entered, which was after­ 
wards affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
The allegations upou which the new 
cause of action rested and on which 
Judge Saaw ruled were that F. P. F. 
Johnson, the only witness that was pres­ 
en t at the negotiations between Pico and 
Cohn, repeatedly stated that the trans­ 
action was as Pico claimed, and that ho 
would have testified to that effect, had it 
not been that prior to the action Cohn 
paid him $2,000 to induce him to swear 
falsely. 
Upen this point the allegations 
were extremely specific. They named 
the men through whom the money was 
paid ; and further stated that when, dur­ 
ing his last illness, Johnson was about to 
repair the injury he had done the plaint­ 
iff, and to give his deposition stating the 
facts of hia bribery, he was prevented 
from doing so by ' Cohn's interference; 
and theee facts wore of course admitted 
by the defendants’ demurrer. 
The case was therefore based upon the 
fact that Pico lost his case by reason of 
the bribery of bis witness by C ohn; and 
on that ground Pico asked for a new trial. 
The effect of the 
dem urrer was to 
hold that, adm itting the facts alleged to 
be true, they were not sufficient to en­ 
title I he plaintiff to the equitable inter­ 
position of the court. 
In rbis, as a m at­ 
ter of law, tho court m ay he right. 
If so, 
the point decided is an interesting one, 
and the public should have the correct 
facta before thorn in ordo*1 to appreciate 
it.

The Retrenchment Ordi 
nance is a Law. 


MESSAGE 
FROM 
T H E 
MAYOR 


H e Does Not A pprove of Several 
of tlie C hanges in the 
G overnm ent. 


Y esterday afternoon, at 5 o’clock 
M ayor Hazard returned the “ Retrench­ 
m ent ordinance” to the City Clerk, and 
attached to it was hie signature. When 
the m atter comea up in the Council to­ 
morrow the fo’lowing mesaage from the 
M ayor will be read : 
To the Council of the City of Los Angeles. 
The dem ands of the public service are 
such that retrenchm ent becomes a neces­ 
sity at this time, and while lam opposed 
to accomplishing the end by a reduction 
in the salaries of the various officials, I 
do not feel justified in obstructing the 
sam e by a veto when it will be found in 
the end that probably no measure could 
be approved that would meet the ap­ 
proval of a ll; but a cut in the salaries 
ought to be the last resort to replenish a 
depleted treasury, and is bo dem or­ 
alizing in its 'effects, 
as 
proven 
by 
the experience of 
all govern­ 
m ents, until today there are few govern­ 
m ents that do not provide against 
the sam e by legal inhibitions in their 
organic law s: the victims of this species 
of economy feel that w hat belongs to 
them , as a m atter of right, is taken from 
them against their consent, to make good 
deficiencies that have been occasioned 
without their instrum entality. 
It furnishes an excuse for the adoption 
of irregular methods (and how numerous 
are the opportunities for indulging therein 
by those charged with official trusts) 
that have brought scandal and reproach 
on republican form of government. It 
is alike demoralizing to increase the sala­ 
ries, which I have always opposed. 
The park hoeo should not have been 
discontinued; the am ount saved is so 
sm all, compared with the good accom­ 
plished. 
The repeal of the ordinance appointing 
or.e woman to do police duty in the caro 
of wayward girls, at a salary of $50 per 
m onth, could not have been done in the 
interest of hum anity. Our city m ust be 
getting miserably poor indeed when we 
cannot afford to pay $50 per month to­ 
ward assisting the managers of the Girls’ 
Hom e, who have done b o much to assist 
poor unfortunate giris for whose care no 
proper provision has been made by our 
city during the past year. I quote from 
the m atron’s report for the past year:

I have approved the ordinance rather 
than to veto the sam e and possibly 
thereby prevent any retrenchm ent w hat­ 
ever, which all adm it to be a necessity, 
notwithstanding the m anner of bringing 
about the retrenchm ent does not meet 
with my approval in many respects, 
some of which I have stated.

Editora H era ld—The aubatance of Mr. 
George’a proposition eeema to be this: 
The object he aimB at ia to exem pt 
from taxation all labor and its prod­ 
ucts. 
To 
effect 
thia 
he 
proposes 
th at 
the public expenses shall 
be 
w hollj paid from the public earnings. 
These public earninga that he would 
thus use are the increased values given 
to certain lands by the aggregation of 
population, and the increase of business 
on and adjacent to these lands. 
This 
increased value of land is called its un­ 
earned increment, because the increase 
is given to it by community as a whole, 
and not by the labors of the owner, and 
therefore is unearned by the individual 
owner of the land. The increased value 
given to the land by the buildings, 
trees, crops and other improvements 
placed 
thereon by 
the 
labor aDd 
capital 
of 
the 
owner, 
belongs 
to the owner. The land itself at its orig­ 
inal value also belongs to the ow ner; 
although Mr. George did not make d ear 
how or for what price the first individual 
owner acquired his title. 
All that be­ 
longs to the owner, how ever; that is, the 
land at its original value and all the im­ 
provements made on it by its successive 
owners, the preeent owner and biB suc­ 
cessors in title are to own, occupy and 
use free of rent, tax or charge of any 
kind. 
But the increaeed value given to 
it by the silent operation of an increasing 
population and civilization belongs to the 
community. 
For the use of that por­ 
tion of his possessions, 
the owner 
of 
the 
land 
must 
pay 
rent 
to the Government, the agent of the 
community. 
This rent the Government 
calls a tax. To illustrate: Assume sa> 
$10 an acre as the original value of cer­ 
tain lands when society was in its prim­ 
itive etate. 
The improvements placed 
on an acre since then by. its successive 
owners are now worth $1,000. 
But the 
acre is now in or near a thriving village 
or city, and is, by reason of tbip, worth, 
with its improvements, $2 000; which 
value has been bought or created, and is 
therefore owned th u s: 
By the Individual owner, the original 
value....................................................... 
$

Total belonging to the individual 
owner........................................

By the comm unity, the enhanced value

For the use or advantage of this $990 
value, created by and therefore belong­ 
ing to the community, the owner of the 
$1,010 valne, who is in possession of the 
whole, must pay a rental or tax. 
But for 
his own $1,010 value he pays no tax. 
Another and similar acre with like im ­ 
provements may be b o remote from aud 
unaffected by aggregations of population 
and business that community has not 
added to its valne, and therefore having 
no proprietary interest therein, it asks 
no rent or tax. The only value of the 
acre is ;

Total present v a lu e ....................$1,010 
This $1,010 value the owner possesses 
and uses free of taxation the same as the 
owner of the $1,010 value in the acre 
near the town enjoys the same value free 
of taxation. Neither the town nor the 
country owner pays any tax on what be­ 
longs to him , but as all there is of the 
country owner’s acre belongs to him he 
pays no tax at all, and the town owner 
pays tax only on the $990, the value of 
the unearned increment on his town 
acre. 
The result of this method of taxation 
would be, of course, to throw the entire 
burden thereof on cities and villages anu 
the farms near them. 
The 
of taxa­ 
tion would be highesi gf the center of 
business in each city and village, and 
would, gradually dim inish away to the 
Tfisidence portion, then to the eubnrbs, 
to the 
near 
by 
vegetable 
gardens 
and farms, and to the thickly settled 
agricultural districts; and taxation would 
finally disappear wholly on reaching the 
sparsely settled farms which, by their 
remoteness from centers of business and 
population, would have no value except 
their original value and th at which their 
owners have added to them by their in­ 
dividual efforts in improvements. 
This appears, from Mr. George’s utter­ 
ances while here, and without going to 
his books to study up his doctrines in 
detail and with accuracy, to be his plan 
of taxation in its salient features and 
the reason for it. 
His idea seems to be 
th at society in its most primitive condi­ 
tion 
needed 
no 
government 
that 
cost anything—consisting, perhaps, of 
single 
families, 
each 
wholly 
iso­ 
lated from all the others. 
Famil. 
government 
answered 
all 
needs 
and cost nothing. 
But as population 
and business increaeed, the increase de­ 
veloped a necessity for a government 
th at was attended with expense and the 
same increase also developed an en­ 
hanced value of lands in certain locali­ 
ties. 
Mr. George’s proposition to apply 
the profits growing out of this change 
from savagery to civilization, to the pay­ 
m ent of the expenses necessarily attend­ 
ing it, would appear to rest in sound 
reason. If this policy had been adopted 
in the beginning, there would have 
been no difficulty in its practical appli­ 
cation, and if persisted in down to the 
preeent time, it would have been and 
would be now to the great relief of the 
heavily taxed toilers. In fact it looks as 
if it would relieve labor of all taxation. 
But the utilization of this apparently 
correct principle at that time and under 
those circumstances is a very different 
affair from applying it to the present 
condition of things. 
Society has never 
laid claim to this unearned increment of 
land value and the individual owner of 
land has appropriated it to his own use. 
He has regarded it as hiB own, the same 
as the original value and the value of 
his improvements. 
W hen he has sold 
he has sold that with the rest and has 
received its equivalent in cash. 
W hat 
he has received the purchaser has paid. 
Although community in truth and right 
owned that unearned increment, yet as 
community stood by and without any 
protest 
or 
claim of ownership, saw 
another sell and r :ceive pay therefor it 
is 
estopped 
now from making aDy 
claim to it. It would be the same 
injustice precisely to tax that value as it 
would to tax the original value or the 
value of the owners’ improvement» if 
the single tax doctrine should be put in 
practice. This is so because the Govern­ 
m ent has lost any interest in the prop­ 
erty in the way of unearned increment 
therein that it m ight have had if Mr. 
George’s policy had been applied to it in 
tim e. The owner has bought and paid 
for each one i f the three elem ents of 
value that go to make up the total value 
of his land, one as much as the others, 
and until the Government refunds to 
him the money he paid for the element 
of value called unearned increment ir 
has no right under the single tax doc­ 
trine to tax that value any more than 
any other. The injustice of doing so it* 
too apparent to permit of 
even a 
eerious discussion of the application 
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of Mr. George’s doctrine to present con­ 
ditions without provision being made to 
avoid this. If it is proposed now to 
adopt this new plan for raising the pub­ 
lic revenue, it can only be done by re­ 
funding to the owner of land the value of 
the unearned increment on hie land, or 
elee in place of this, by treating this un­ 
earned increment as earned increment, 
which he has bought and has paid fur 
out of the proceeds of his labor, and so 
exem pt it frem taxation the same as all 
else that he has acquired by labor. 
For 
the essence of this new doctrine is that 
labor is to be uutaxed, not only active 
labor, but labor in the shape of accumu­ 
lated capital, the product of labor. 
For 
to tax is to repress ; and labor, business 
and enterprise are to be left free and un­ 
tram m eled, not repressed. From the 
time the single tax principie shall be­ 
come the rule of taxation, all future un­ 
earned increment, or raise in land values 
as.it is commonly called, would inure to 
the benefits of community and rot of the 
private owners, and if fonnd sufficient 
would relieve us from present taxation 
in all its forms. The business of specu­ 
lating in land, holding land unused for 
a rise, would thereafter be impossible, 
for the Government would annually, or 
oftener, collect rent for the value of the 
rise or increment in the shape of a tax 
against th e owner of the property. Never 
more a boom. 
These ideas as to the 
practical application of Mr. 
George’s 
plan of taxation to the situation as it íb 
today, may or may not be those of Mr.
